Education Responsible 


He called on Americans to de- 


velop an 
"international 
mind" 


which would bring a "realization 
of the common humanity of all 
jeoples." 


He placed 
responsibility 
for 


such a development on the edu- 
cational system and continued: 


'I would propose that - every 


student in high school and col- 
ege be required to study the cul- 
;ure of one foreign people." 


Keniston suggested 
that 
for 


most students a study of foreign 
KOples should begin with a study 
01 their language. 


"It is the unanimous opinion of 


all those who have worked in for- 
eign fields," he went on, "that 
some mastery of the language in- 
volved lies at the heart of any 
ultimate understanding. 


"It is not a question of the 


ability to communicate with for- 
eign nationals—few of our stu- 
dents will have that opportun- 
ity,"* Keniston continued. "Rather 
it is because language is the most 
perfect image of how a 
people 


thinks and feels." 


Should Be Required 


He said he would require every 


student to study some 
foreign 


civilization "because I am con- 
vinced that the greatest threat to 
the world today is the almost uni- 
versal ignorance, here and abroad, 
of what other peoples are like."

alist leader. 


Alsop, who was on the staff ot 


Maj. Gen. Claire L. Chennault at 
the time, wrote McCarran that he 
had a part in certain events in 
China "which prove that Budenz 
has lie dto your committee." 


McCarran said Alsop first will 


be questioned at a closed hearing 
Tuesday.

In these days

This is simply a large, double 


utility cupboard. It can be built 
right up to the ceiling, but 'this 
destroys its mobility.

The top can then serve as a shelf 
for knickknacks. 


This type of back-to-back dou- 


ble cupboard can serve as a par- 
tition in many ways.

stance, a cupboard as long as the 
couch in your living 'room will 
screen the entrance and form a 
foyer. The entrance side may be 
used as a wardrobe 
for hats, 


coats, overshoes and umbrellas. 
The inner side, with bookshelves 
and a mirror which gives the il- 
lusion of more space, serves as a 
back for the couch. 


To conserve space, 
the 
cup- 


board doors should 
be sliding, 


rather than hinged. Your hard- 
ware man can probably supply 
you with commercial track and 
rollers. 
These require accurate 


fitting, but are worth the effort. 


Another useful semi-partitition 


will give you a dining alcove or 
breakfast nook. It may be built 
as a tall sideboard having a coun- 
ter on one side witr- a cupboard 
above and drawers below for sil- 
ver, dishes or linen. The reerse 
side may form bookshelves, house 
a radio cabinet or drop table or 
just more cupboard space if stor- 
age is your .main worry.

There are no accurate sta- 
tistics, but a lot of household 
troubles seem to be aggravated by 
squeaking door hinges that the 
busy men never seem to get 
around to fixing.

Remodeling' transformed

This is simply a large, double 


utility cupboard. It can be built 
right up to the ceiling, but this 
destroys it* mobility.

The top can then serve as a shelf 
for knickknacks. 


This type of back-to-back dou- 


ble cupboard can serve as a par- 
tition in many ways.

screen the entrance and form a 
foyer. The entrance side may be 
used as a wardrobe 
for hats, 


coats, overshoes and umbrellas. 
The inner side, with bookshelves 
and a mirror which gives the il- 
lusion of more space, serves as a 
back for the couch. 


To conserve space, 
the cup- 


board doors should 
be sliding, 


rather than hinged.

Remodeling' transformed this 


ordinary 1 qx> k i n g Mid-western 
home into a "new" one of strict 
Colonial styling, possessing char- 
acter and charm, according to 
Practical Builder magazine. 


The changes began with removal 


of the front porch, car port and 
front dormer. A sun porch was 
added to the right (west) end of 
the house, using sash from the old 
porch, and for architectural -bal- 
ance a screened-in porch was built 
at the left end. 


Three 
other major improve- 


ments gave this home beauty and 
dignity of a kind it had never 
known. THese were the new porch 
in front with columns supporting 
the entrance canopy, new clap- 
board siding and a new fire-resist- 
ant roof of aspnalt shingles. The 
porch construction involved relo- 
cation of the front entrance at the 
exact center of the exterior. 


A blended asphalt shingle roof 


was selected to provide color con- 
trast with the new white siding 
which replaced the old stucco ex- 
terior, and also to blend with the 
luxuriant foliage of the towering, 
stately, shade trees about the 
home. The new asphalt shingle 
roof also helps to give this tall 
house a compact appearance. 


Many older homes can be mod- 


ernized easily and inexpensively, 
builders and architects point out, 
by making a few simple changes. 
Remodeling is practical, and it can 
be profitable, too, because it is 
estimated that every $100 spent on 
such improvements increases the 
value of the property by at least 
$200.

Expansion of Air Force 
a Most Critical Problem 


When the first shouts went up for a 150-group air force, 


the idea sounded' pretty fanciful to many sober analysts of 
military power. 
But the proposal has been hotly debated within the Pen- 


tagon walls, and has steadily gained strength in congress. 
Now it has been given its biggest boost to date—Rep. Carl 
Vinson of Georgia, the powerful chairman of the house armed 
services committee, has endorsed it. 


Vinson does not urge 150 combat groups, but 138. He 


•uggests, however, that another 25 troop carrier wings be 
created, for a total air force of 163 wings. 
At the outset we have to remember that neither Vinson 


nor anybody else is talking about the current military budget. 
The present program, now under congressional considera- 
tion, calls for 95 groups. They would cost $19,850,000,000 
out of a total $56,000,000,000 defense appropriation. 


How much would the bigger program cost? 
If started within the current fiscal year, one estimate 


is that another $10,000,000,000 to $12,000,000,000 would be* 
needed before next June 30. In fiscal 1953 and 1954, sums 
of $30,000,000,QOO and $40,000,000,000, respectively, are an- 
ticipated for all air force requirements under the expanded 


When the latter figure is set beside the projected $56,- 


000,000,000 for all military, needs this year, some notion of 
the program's scope can be gained. 
Every citizen can appreciate that if this plan should be 


adopted, many new factors will be introduced into the Amer- 
ican military picture. 


For one thins, it is unlikely that an effort would be made 


to raise comparably the outlays for the army and navy. The 
Old principle of balanced appropriations for all three arms 
of service would be out the window. It is in fact on the way 
out in the current budget. 
But while this would obviously signal our intent to rely 


heavily on superior air power, the idea of balanced air, sea 
and ground strength would not really be abandoned. Per- 
haps the key argument made by advocates of enlarged air 
power is that it is necessary for the sound support of the 
land forces deemed essential for effective defense against 
major Soviet aggression. 
In other words, they are saying that mere equality m 


dollars will not produce the basic balance of strength which 
we seek. To get that, it is argued, we must spend consider- 
ably more on air than on the other branches. 


The American people and their congress must make up 


their minds about this proposed vast air force increase with- 
in the coming months. Its great cost, its revolutionary im- 
pact on the relations among the services, its effect on the 
peacetime economy are all reasons why the plan should be 
thoroughly aired and wisely appraised. 


Few decisions made by American lawmakers these days 


are not weighted either with danger or great promise for the 
future. The decision on how big to make the air force fits 
more this any ether into the critical category.

One of the most interesting 


hands of the recent international 
Canasta match in London found 
Johnny Crawford, well-k n o w n 
American expert, badly stuck for 
a safe discard. See if you can pick 
the right play with his hand. 


Both sides needed 90 points for 


the initial meld, and the player at 
your right melds 
ace-ace-joker 


very early in the play. The dis- 
card pile survives for a few more 
plays, and you finally freeze it by 
discarding a deuce. 


The discard pile continues to 


grow until the stock pile is almost 
exhausted. In this situation, you 
draw from the stock pile and hold: 
three tens, three eights, 
three 


sevens, a pair of fives and one ace 


No aces have appeared except 


the two that were nvelded by your 
right-hand oponent at the very 
beginning of the hand. Only two 
fives have appeared, both thrown 
by your partner fairly early m the 
play. Both got by safely, of course. 
No eights or tens have appeared 
at any time. The last three dis- 
cards of the player at your left 
have been two sevens and a deuce 
in that order. No other sevens 
have appeared at any time. 


What do you discard? 
Crawford knew that the ace was 


very unsafe. That had to be ruled 
out, since there were five acea still 
to be accou»ted for. His partner 
would have thrown aces if they 
seemed at all safe, so it was very 
likely that his partner had no 
more than one ace. That left too 
many aces for the opponenta to 
-hold. 


The fives were very unsafe also. 


Crawford's partner wasn't saving 
fives, and his two discards had 
gotten by safely, thus indicating 
that fives were not held at his 
right. It was a near certainty that 
the player at Crawford's left did 
hold fives. 


By elimination, Crawford knew 


that his discard had to be a ten,

Mirrors do double duty when you use them for decoration in living 


room, dining room or almost anywhere in the house. But there are 
some tricks to hanging them for best effect. 


A mirror should never be hung so high that you can't look into it. 


That's-tthe first decorating rule to follow in using mirrors. The best 
height for hanging a mirror depends to a certain extent on where it's 
being used. But generally a good height is. at eye-level for the average 
person-standing in front of it. 


Mirrors may be used unframed. 


If you are planning to use a 
frame,!choose on» that goes with 
the furnishings in the room. It 
can be dark finish to go with dark- 
finished furniture, or it may be 
painted a color to match painted 
furniture. 


Finger Painting 


Finger painting is just what it 


sounds like—painting with fingers 
instead of brushes. But it doesn't 
stop there, says Miss Eleanor 
Neff, child development labora- 
tory, University of Illinois.College 
of 
Agriculture. 
Children soon 


learn that they can make exciting 
new patterns by using the sides of 
their hands, then their arms—and 
sometimes even their chins. But 
don't worry about that—the paint 
is washable and conies off easily. 
And it's always a good idea for 
children to wear aprons or smocks 
when "they're painting. 
, Miss Neff has a recipe for 
finger paint that you can make 
at home. This mixture can be 
kept for over a week if it is 
covered tightly and stored in a 
cool place. 


H cup Linit starch. 
1% cups boiling water. 
1 T. glycerine. 
% cup soap flakes, powdered 


paint, or vegetable coloring. 


Mix the starch with enough 


cold water to make a smooth 
paste. Add the boiling water and 
cook till glossy. Stir in the dry 
soap flakes while the mixture is 
still warm. Cool, add glycerin and 
pour into jars. Add the color to 
the paste when you are ready to 
use it. Use either powdered paint 
or vegetable coloring and mix only 
the amount needed. 


Any glazed paper, such as shelf 


paper or even wrappings from 
the butcher shop, is good for 
finger painting. 


When the children are ready 


to start painting, run the paper 
through a pan of . water. Then 
smooth out the paper on an en- 
ameled or oil cloth-covered table. 
Scoop out about a tablespoon of 
finger paint, put it in the paper 
and then—leave the children alone. 
Let them discover for themselves 
all the tricky things they can do 
with finger paint. They'll have

for sausage, using thin slices or 
have it diced.

Baked Apples 


Tuck baked apples into the ov- 


en along with a roast or a scal- 
loped dish. 


For extra flavor fill 
centers 


with orange marmalade, or if you 
prefer use cherry preserves, or 
current jelly. Another trick is to 
use a mixture of chopped dried 
fruits and nuts. Try stuffing the 
centers with crushed pineapple 
pouring pineapple juice over the 
surface. "

ples' with cream, try using lemon 
or vanilla sauce or a thin custard 
sauce.
